Qn the arrival of the 8.8 Quany 7a, from 
coast ports this morning, an accident occurred 
which resulted jn the death of n Chinese sea 
man, As she approached her usual moorings 
Opposite the Harbeur Master's office, and the 
man Jumped on the buov to make the vessel 
fast, the usual rush of cargo-boats and lighters 
to get first alongside the steamer took place. 
In consequence of this, and togethe: with the 
strong tide sunning at the time, one of the 
lighters crashed into the buoy, and was 
smashed up, while the unforipnate seaman had 
his legs so badly crushed as to necessitate 
his removal to hospital, He was at once 
taken a hore, placed in an ambulance, and 
‘carried to the Government Civil Hospital. 
where, upon examination, it was found 
necessary to nmputate both le.s above the 
knees. This ‘operation was performed, but 
thé mon succumbed almast immediately after- 
wards. It is pertthent, in th{s connection, to 
urthe question which naturally arises who 
a responsible for this man's death, and who 
isto compensate his “amily for the sudden 
loss of their bread-winner, through an acci- 
dent which should be rendered impossible 
by more stringent measures of dealing with 
the practicers of the dangerous habit of 
rushing their boats helter-skelter alongside 
arriving steamers. Captains are loud in 
their complaints of this dangero:s practice, 
and prosecutions are frequent, but the punish: 
ment provided, at present, by the law for this 
offence does not appear to act as a deterrent 
upon the others. :

A barefaced’ outrage was: recently 
perpetrated. A youth, about nineteen years of 
age, whose father. had in some way incurred 
the displeasure of the rebels, was caplured 
and ‘carried off to the mountains. : He was 
held for‘ransom, and, at the same time, a 
threat was sent that ‘wera the money not 
forthcoming by a certain. time, a terrible 
revenge'wauld be taken, ‘The father was dila- 
tory, and the brigands carried out their threat. 
The youjh was murdered and then the body 
was cut into four parts and sent to the father. 
This reminds us (the 4. C, D, News) of the 
story in the Book of Judges, This outrage, 
added to sundry attacks on country towns, 
compelled: the reluctant mandarins to bestir 
themselves, and some of the robbers were 
captured. [t came out on-the trial, that a 
largd number of names have been inserted in 
the tegisters of the ‘Triads, and that, among | 
them, are many of the soldiers of the Emperor, 
asserted, however, that intimidation 
explain what had been revealed, O. 
hundred names ‘perhaps eighty had 
been| inserted to escape persecution, for the | 
“Triad brigands left unmolested those whom 
thoy ‘regarded as associates, Several Buddhist 
priests wore arrested, condemned, and executed. 
It bas been reported that a batch was executed 
in Vingtak, and another in Shiukuan, These 
executions were done secretly within the 
yam nis, lest the superstitious people should

DARING ROBBERY IN 
KWANGTONG.

On the night of the r4ih of the 8th moon 
between forty ond fifty robbers plundered 
nineteen houses at Yungsbing, Kwangtung, 
and captured four or five peyple who were 
subsequently held for ransom, On the 
night of the rsth another band of robbers, 
Numbering over one hundred, attacked with 
unusual audacity ‘eighteen lodging houses 
outside of Kweichou, Kwangtung, and took 
away with them three persons as prisoners, 
Just on the point of leaving they set fire to 
the guards station, nthe night of the 
16th. again they attacked a lodging-house 
inside of Kweichou and held one person for 
ransom. Qn the asth at a place east of 
Yungchi, and at Tangtu, a market-town, they 
plundered six houses and mado ‘off with light 
“mouths.” On the night of the 26th Makian 
had to sufferthe misfortune of being plundere 
Oo the night ofthe 28th Yungchi met with a 
similar fate. On the night of the 2gth another 
four houses were plundered, one person was 
held forrvansom and one passer-by killed. At 
the function between Shunte and lIsiangshan, 
as farasthe eyocan reach the place, there are 
| no*hing but flelds, wholly accupied by the farm- 
ing class, ‘On account of the native: disorderly 
elements some preparations for self-defence 
weremade, Sometimeduring the 8th moon these 
dangerous characters presented their demands 
to the villagers, pers that if they were not 
satisfied, they would! scan come to destroy them 
and everything else, Accordingly, on the rst 
of the oth moon, they made their appearance 
between two hundred and three bundred strong, 
with all the resemblance of soldiers in military 
array. From morn till eve they were engaged in 
carrying out their schemes, and, at last, two 
Chinese gunboats came in response toan alarm. 
Thereupon, the outlaws set fire to houses in 
different ‘irections, and in the depth of the 
night they began to retire, With the dawn of 
day they renewed the fight. It is estimated 
that over two houses were burnt down and 
many people killed. In the confusion which 
ithen prevailed, an awful panic was created, 
and people, men, women and children, were 
trampled to death, drowned or hit by stray 
bullets. astern Times.

Alter passing Siemssens buoy 
he lowered n boat to take the line to the buoy 
at the bow according to custom, ‘Ihe steam 
launches with theirtows were gradually closing 
ontheship. One carg.o boat and the launch tow- 
ing-her crushed into (he ship's boat. This boat 
had five men init, Four men jumped out of the 
boat on to the cargo boat; the other man was 
pinned between the cargo boat and the ship's 
side, and had both legs crushed. He was taken 
away by the Water Police and sent to the 
Government Civil Hospital. Witness was of 
opinion that «ll the launches contributed to the 
accident, as they wero crowding her, The 
general cause ofthe accident waa the behaviour 
of the launches collectively in endeavourin; 
each to reach tho steamer first, Under suc 
management as that of yeutenaiay such an 
accident must always be liable to happen, The 
coxswain of the faunch in question was at the 
moment helpless on account of the crowding, 
The ship's boat was not in any way at fault as it 
was hemmed in and the men could not get their 
oars out, + 2 

The chiel officer of the Kwang Tih, said that 
by the master's orders ho towered the boat from 
the ship's davits, andl hove it forward by using 
the steam winch, In line with the port bow 
was a lighter edying In toward tho ship all 
the time.

TIEH-LING, 

The real Russian’ position, says Mri 
Whigham, of the Morsing Post, is Tieh-ling. 
It is the one place onthe sailway in Southern 
Manchuria which differs materially from allthe 
reat, and itis the ap.t which General Kuro- 
jatkin chose as his real base long ago when 
ie first came to Manchuria. The defence of 
Tieh-lit g is of far morse importance than the 
holding of any position like Liso-yang or 
Hai-cheng becuusé Tieh-ling’ is the natural 
fortress of Southern Manchusia. Once it is 
lost, the Russians will ‘act only bave lost 
their hold on the Mukden and Kirin Provinces, 
‘but also the vast granary’ which lies between 
‘Tieh-ling and Havbia, and which is practically 
estentinl ta'the existence of their Army in the 
Far East, | It does not,’ of ‘course, follow that 
qven if they were driven from Tlehting they 
would retreat nearly 300 miles to Harbin with- 
out offering batile again. But since Tieh-ling 
ik the strongest pdsition south of Harbin, it is 
Certain that if the Russians cannot defend it 
they cannot make a successful stand anywhere 
clse. On the left'or north bank of the river, 
ads it comes towdrds Tieh-ling, there is a lon 
range of hills, forming, with the river at their’ 
base, a splendid protection tor the right flank 
ofa Russian Army resting at Tieh-ling, while 
on the'eastérn side of ‘the town there are the 
useful hills of Eattern Manchuria, The posi- | 
tion is the strongest that'tan be found any- 
where’ on the railway between Harbin and 
Newchwanog, and it is not to. be ensily: out 
flanked. Tho right, is especially well protec. 
teds for, instead’ ‘ofthe open ‘plain which 
extends to tho west of Einovaag and Mukden, 
there is bere the Liao River, with a high bluff 
ea ite northérm ‘bank, and on the left flank 
there are far fewer roads than there are to the 
eait ‘of Liao-yang or Mukden. Not only is 
Tichrling itselfa great centre of supplies, but 
less than 30’ miles ‘10 the north there ‘is the 
own of Kai-yoan, which Is one of the chief 
agricultural centres of Manchuria, Tieh-ling 
is, therefore, not only a place which can bé 
but one which the Russians must at 
‘retain. As long as’ Kuropatkin’s 
: here, it dominates Southern Man- 
chuna, ‘The ‘position of the Japanese Army 
at the’ Manchorian capital can never be secure 
asfong as thera isin unbeaten Russion Army 
at Tich-ling. In the second place, it is abso- 
lotely necessary that the Russians should hold 
as much of Béuthern Manchuria as they can, 
in’order, as far as possible, to feed the r Army 
00 the country, As long as they hold Tieb- 
ling they have the chief wheat-producing dis-

INTERESTING STATEMENT BY RUSSIAN

The Hon. Attorney General moved the 
second reading of a Bill entitled An Ordin- 
ance to give effect to Article VIII of the 
Brussels Sugar Convention, 1902, 

The Hon, Colonial Secretary seconded. 

H.E, The Governor said: Inthe year 1902, 
a convention was made by the representatives 
of most of the European Powers for which-the 
object was the restriction of bounty-fed sugar, 
This Colony is not itself a party to the conven: 
toin nor could it become one without impos- 
ing refinement in bond under the observa. 
tion night and day of revenue officers and 
‘without incurring some other inconveniences. 
But the advantage of having its sugar admitted 
into the countries which adhere to the con- 
vention at the lowest rate, of import duty, is 
secured to the Colony provided in the first 
instance that no bounty is given by the Colony, 
and provided secondly that the Colony takes 
the necessary steps to A ese sugar which 
comes from bounty-fed countries without 
making it perfectly clear that such sugar.has 
received bounty. Of course Hongkong does 
not give any bounties on sugar, and as regards 
the second prsvite the Imperial Government 
has undertaken that it shall be fulfilled. This 
undertaking may be given effect to in two 
ways, First of all sugar might be refined in 
bond, Sugar refined from bounty-fed countries 
might be always kept separate from sugar 
refined in countries not giving bounties. and 
an official certificate be given to every pack- 
age of sugar made from bounty-fed material 
that was imported to a country which adhered 
tothoconvention, This method would be very 
inconvenient, and also there would be in- 
volved risk of sugar refined in this Colony 
being excluded from the countries adhering to 
the convention. The second method is 
the one embodied in the Bill before you. 
It is not considered that it produces any real 
inconvenience, #8 practically no bounty-fed 
suyar at present reaches the Colony. Further, 
it assisis the object of the Convention on 
which His Majesty's Government have laid 
stress, viz, the doing away with the bounty- 
feeding of sugar. ‘ 

“This resolution was agreed to alter consider- 
ation in Committee. ;

CULPRITS FINED $250 EACH, 


27th inst. 

At nine o'clock last night, Chinese constable 
No. 756, of the water police, when patrolling 
the harbour, saw a small sampan containing 
three men moving from Hung-hom towards 
Lyeemoon, As the craft.had no lights burning 
he stopped it, and on making an examination 
discovered, lying on the bottom of the boat, 
under some rags, twelve muskets, of German 
make, which they were evidently attempting 
ta smuggle across out of this Colony into 
Chinese territory, The men were arrested and 
placed before Mr. Kemp this morning. The 
first. man said he had been hired to carry the 
muskets to Lyeemoon, but he did not know 
anything about the man who hired him, or 
where he was to be found, The second and 
third said they were fofds of the first defendant, 
and did not know anything about the matter, 
Inspector Langley, who was in charge of the 
case, asked for'the full penalty, as he believed 
there was a good deal of this smuggling going 
on, His Worship gave them the limit, and 
fined them $250 each or two months’ imprison- 
ment. f

In 
18g2 he was a Licutenant General and the 
Commander of the Sixth Divirion at Kamamo- 
to, the sce.e of the fierce fighting against 
Saigo, During the Chinese War of ten years 
ag?, Kuroki sent off the regulars and the first 
Reserves of the Sixth Division to the front, 
then nearly made himself Ul while re: 
Nacing the vacancy with the second Reserves, 
He was fretting to yet to the ront, n-glected 
meals, and went without sleep, Later, amid 
the storms of battle, he said:—"I feel very 
much relieved now that [ am in the field.”

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THE CHEITYS OF SINGAPORE. 
—— 


(From an Indian Contributor.) 


The Chettys (pronounced as Chittys in 
Singapore), who reign so predominantly over 
the native trade of Singapore, are Sudras by 
caste and observe Hinduism. The Chinese 
and Englishmen in Singapore seam to think 
that they are Brahmins, but that impression is 
erroneous, Though they appear to be Brah- 
mins jn mary respects, yet, the fact that they do 
not wear the sacred thread about their body is 
sufficient to indicate to any person conversant 
with [indoo sects that their real caste is not 
Brahmin, Some of them only are strictly 
vegetarians. They belong tothe sub-sect Saiva, 
worship the god Siva and wear the so-called 
holy ashes on' their forehead as caste marks, 

These Chettys belong originally to a place 
called Devakottah, in Madura Districts, India, 
Originally they limit :d their sphere of trade ta 
money-lendi g within their native district. By 
degrees, they have begun to trade in various 
lines, chiefly in pizce-goods, and are also emi- 
grating to sever! parts of the world. 

In their native district, they strictly obey the 
Headman in all matters affecting either trade 
or religion. If a stranger goes to a Chetty’s 
placeand asks for some help, he will be referred 
to the Headman; and if the latter signs a chit 
for a Rupee, all others will go in without any 
hesitation whatever. : 

In former days, they were very orthodox in 
their customs and manners. But pow, a few 
of them only have adapted themselves to the- 
times, while the major portion remain ‘in the 
same old fashion, Some of their orthodox 
ways of doing things may be mentioned here. 
They will not wear coats, trousers or boots as 
some Hindus do. They always prefer white 
clothing and hate colours, They generally go 
bald-headed to public officesetc, They always 
cling to the profession followed by their re- 
spective ancestors from time immemorial, and 
will not adopt other vocations if they can avoid 
so doing. The richest Chetty will not give 
even an elementary English education to his 
children. The children are taught to keep ac- 
counts and correspondence in Tamil, and as 
soon as they gain some knowledge of these 
branches of knowledge they are placed as ap- 
prentices in big Chetty's firma for some time 
and finally sent to different parts of the world 
as assistants, They will never keep their mon 
in the service of penple of other castes. In 
fact, you can’t Gnd 4 Chetty in a Government 
or private office in the whole world! The 
chettys, when going abroad for purposes of 
trade, do not take their wives also, but only 
take a male cook with them, As ao rule they 
get married very late in lile—generally after 
returning from their long sojourns in foreign 
parts. The Chetty females are mostly un- 
educated and, therefore, uncivilized, Female 
education is a thing treated with contempt and 
hated by the Chettys, 

Some of their modern ways of doing things 
may also be mentioned, The Chettys in India 
and elsewhere have begun to acquire lands, 
which designates them as Zemindars, meaning 
landed proprietors, The major portion of the 
lands owned by the late Raja of Ramnad have

which “ may be called the Corinth of Japan.” 
Among his contemporaries he was the one who 
came with the greatest distinction out of the 
South-Western Wat in 1877. He was then a 
Major-Colonel Bere rate under 
Major-General Kanjo Tani, in the portion 
of.the Imperial Army tightly shut up in 
the castle of Kumamoto by the rebel 
forces under the redoubtable Takamori 
Saigo, “The castle of Kumamoto once taken 
by the rebels it was apparent that there was 
no chacking of their advance toward the capital 
city of Tokio, where they would force the 
Government officials to do the pleasure of the 
ringleader.” . Oku boldly led the sortie, broke 
through the besiegers, and established com- 
munication with the Imperial reinforcements 
outside, Itwas a service of critical impor- 
tance and gave Oku cackef such as no other 
Officer of his yeara possessed, Yet we hardly 
heat of him again until the Chinese War, and 
even then notas a fighter.
